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J ohn Curran was found dead at 9 
o’clock this morning in his bed at his 
* home, which is two miles east of 
Dixon off the Daysv ille road. 
The 
last time that Mr. Curran was seen 
aliv e by anyone was Tuesday morn­ 
ing, he was then seen by his sister t 
Mrs. Simmon O’Neal. 
J ohn Curran 
liv ed alone most of the time in his 
little house, which is situated near 
the stone quarry, which he owned; 
and this is the reason his death was 
not discov ered sooner. 
He must hav e 
died Tuesday night, as his face was 
v ery much discolored, which shows he 
he had lain there more than 24 hours. 
This 
morning 
Simmon 
0 ’Nea* 
came 
to 
town 
to 
see 
Dan 
Curran about a load of stone and 
Gurran asked O’Neal where “ Little 
J ack” , meaning his cousin J ohnnie 
Gurran was. 
Mr. O’Neal replied that 
he had not seen J ack around the 
quarry yesterday. Mr. Curran said, 
Why did « you not .look him up, for 
he might be dead, liv ing alone by 
himself” . 
Accordingly, 
when Mr. 
O’Neal got back to the quarry about 
nine o’clock this morning he went and 
looked through the window. 
There he saw “ Little J ack” stretch­ 
ed out on the bed still as death. Mr, 
O’Neal shouted to Henry Rhodes who 
was passing tbe house on a load of 
stone, “ Little J ack must be dead.” 
He then went and told his wife. Mrs. 
O’Neal 
who 
is a sister of J obn 
Curran. 
She and her husband at 
once went down to the house and Mr. 
O’Neal broke open tbe door with a 
small hammer which is used in chop­ 
ping stooe. They rushed into the 
bedroom and 
found “ Little J ack ’ 
stretched out on his bed dead. 


HEART EAILURK IS CAUSE 
It is thought by tbe relativ es that 
the cause of J ohn Curran's sudden 
death was suffocation arising from 
heart failure. He had sick spells be­ 
fore, but he had always beeo wnere 
someone could aid him. His neigh 
bors had warned him that he should 
not liv e alone as one of the sinking 
spells 
when 
he was alone would 
probably cause bis death. And thus 
it did prov e to be hss death, as there 
was no ev idence discov ered that would 
lead to any other theory. 


DAN CURRAN HEARS OF THE DEATH. 
Henry Rhodes the driv er on the 
wagon stone came to Dixon and told 
Dan Curran that his cousin J ohnnie 
Curran was dead in his house near tbe 
quarry. Mr. Curran at once notified 
Sheriff Wohnke who telephoned to 
Coroner Smith of Amboy. The sheriff 
with Chief-of-Police 
Woodyatt ac­ 
companied by a 
reporter of 
T he 
T e l e gr ap h went out to the scene of 
the death. There they found ev ery­ 
thing that has been related abov e. 
Tbe coroner reached Dixon this after­ 
noon and with a jury of six men went 
out to the residence of the late J ohn 
Curran to miles east of the city. 
At 
tbe time of our going to press tbe 
v erdict or the jury has not been giv en. 
HAD LIVED HERE MANY YEARS 
J ohnnie Curran at tbe time of his 
death was 50 years old. He was born 
in New York city. 
His father and 
mother are both dead. 
He came with 
his parents to this v icinity forty years 
ago, and has been in business as a 
mason for a great number of years. 
He is well known in this city. 
He 
leav es two brothers, J oe Curran of 
Dixon, and Thomas Curran of Monroe, 
Wis., and two half brothers, Hugh 
Curran and Wliliam J . Curran of 
Dixon, also two sisters, Mrs. Simmon 
O’Neal and Mrs. Peter Whalen, both 
residing east of this city. The funeral 
arrangements hav e not as yet been 
settled upon.

Victim of Strong Drink, Water Final­ 
ly Kills Former Dixon Man.

Stainbrook’s livery in this cily and 
who married Miss Mary Burke: 
Martin Larson com mitted suicide 
la st Thursday m ornlD g 
by drowning 
in the stone quarry. 
The body was

minutes after he waded in but life 
was extinct. 
Coroner Haines of Mt. Morris was 
notified and on Thursday evening an 
ioquest was held.

western and Burlington tracks and go­ 
ing towards the quarry. 
Two Lamka 
boys were near the quarry a t the tim e 
and saw Larson run down to the watex 
and wade in. 
He went into the w a tei 
about 18 feet from the shore and threv» 
himself face down. 
He was in about 
4 feet of water but he made no effort 
to rescue him self. 
The boys immediately gave an alarm 
and several men were soon there. 
A 
boat was secured and the body was 
drawn to the shore and was afterward 
removed to the city hall. 
Martin Larson was a man about 35 
years of age; he was born in this city 
where he has resided most of his life. 
He leaves a father several brothers 
and sisters and a wife 
He was a man 
of large physique, being over six feet 
tall and weighing 225 pounds. 
The 
cause of his troubles and downfall was 
the liquor ha bit which he had acquir­ 
ed and was also the cause of his death. 
The funeral was held from his fa th­ 
er’s home in the ea st part of the city 
on Sunday afternoon.

Continued 
argum ent and Douglass was defeated 
for all tim e to come. The south did 
not secede because of a difference in 
party sentim ent, which was the liber­ 
ating of the slaves; not because of the 
oath of office but because of a vow 
th a t no man w ith such a reputation 
should ever preside over or control 
th eir division of the country, 
coin was elected president and went 
to Washington and there performed 
his duty and succeeded.
